Minutes of the General Meeting 
November 15th 2002 


Terry Matzkin, KE6WRE, opened the meeting at 
7:30 p.m. As the Carrier was mailed a week late 
he advised that the deadline for receiving ballots 
was the next General Meeting and that the results 
would be announced at that meeting. He also an- 
nounced that the 1C2800 and T7H radios would 
be given away at the end of the meeting. Terry 
also spoke about the success of Pacificon, the 
well attended seminars and swap meet and that a 
partial refund was made for the dinner due to a 
problem with the hotel. 

Dolly Groom, gave the Treasurer’s report, noting 
that the Checking A/C held $869.18 and the Money 
Market A/C held $25,878.16 for a total of 
$26,747.34. 

George Roush, WB6OFH, reminded us that the 
next General Meeting was on the second Friday 
of the month that is December 13". The Annual 
Dinner meeting was planned for the 3" Friday of 
January,(January 17") starting at 6:30pm and din- 
ner starting at 7pm. 

Among those that passed the test prior to the meet- 
ing was Phil Mullen, a new ham at 80. Keith Lat- 
tin, N6PMF gave a progress update on the voter 
project for the 2m repeaters. Harry Styron advised 
that the next General Class is scheduled to start 
on the 2™ Tuesday of February 2003. 

The RACES team had over 2 events in the last 
month including a callout to support the Fire Com- 
munity at 5am on November 8'". A total of 10 op- 
erators were scrambled in 45 minutes. Then on 
Thursday November 14", there was a Statewide 
Hospital drill giving an opportunity for practicing 
hospital type traffic. 

Dave McIntyre, KG5ACD introduce Randy Parent, 
KG6BGE, and Larry Owens who gave a thoroughly 
engaging presentation on their experiences sup- 
porting the annual 1100 mile IDITAROD dog sled 
race in Alaska. They had pictures, equipment and 
lots of stories to tell. 

The winner of the IC 2800 radio was John Pascale, 
NNGE and the T7H radio went to Wayne Merryman, 
WB6WZV. 

Terry adjourned the meeting at 9:30pm.

Minutes of the Board of Directors Meeting 
November 4th 2002 
President Terry Matzkin, KE6WRE, opened the 

meeting at 7:30 p.m. in Bakers Square, Willow 
Pass Road, Concord. Present were VP, Dave 
Mcintyre, KG6ACD, Secretary, Eoin 
O’Donoghue, KK6Q, Treasurer, Trevor Hall, 
WAB6JAU, Emergency Coordinator, Harry Styron, 
K6HS, Pam Styron, KG6EUL, directors Jay 
Caldis, KT6Y, Howard Burk, KE6PTT, and John 
Schulze, KR6CR. Also present were Keith Lattin, 
N6PMF, Greg Estep, KE6VTA, and Social 
Chairman, George Roush, WB6OFH. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved. The treasurer’s report was approved 
and the Checking balance is $1057.16 and MM 
A/C is $25,878.16 for a total of $26,935.32. 
There are no significant outstanding items. 

On the Repeater use agreement (drafted by 
Harry), Harry Styron recommended that Keith, 
Howard and Harry meet offline to discuss how 
best to proceed with this topic. 

Keith Lattin of the Technical Committee advised 
that the Voter installation for Oakland is done 
and the Mt Vaca installation is due by the end of 
November. He is investigating getting an 8 
channel digital comparator for $319 rather than 
modifying an existing comparator. This would be 
still within his budget. Keith recommended 
getting a 2w UHF repeater suitable for event and 
will plan for it in next year’s budget. 

The Board passed a motion to have the QSL 
card designed by Jim Berry, printed with costs 
not to exceed $50. 

Greg Estep reported on the success of Pacifion 
with 1300 tickets sold and that the overall 
financials look very similar to last year’s event. 
The swap meet was smaller but all sellers were 
accommodated. The next Pacificon committee 
meeting is scheduled for next Saturday at 8am. 
The proposed chairs’ for next year are John 
Schulze, KR6CR, and Tracey Schwartz, 
KE6TOT, subject to Jim Maxwell’s approval. The 
Livermore Pleasanton Convention will do work in 
soliciting bids for an alternative site for next 
year’s Pacificon event. 

Eoin O'Donoghue reported that the membership 
renewals were ready to go and are to be mailed 
at the end of December to all members of record 
for 2002. The cutoff for receipt of completed 


membership forms to make it into the printed 
club directory is the February General Meeting. 
The plan is to have 2003 Membership Cards and 
printed Directories available by the March 
General Meeting. The Technical committee will 
arrange to change the repeater codes prior to 
the March General Meeting. The board agreed 
to publish the interest group members as se- 
lected in the Membership Application forms. 
George Roush advised that the Annual Dinner 
meeting was planned for the 3% Friday of 
January,(17" of January) starting at 6:30pm and 
dinner starting at 7pm. The caterer has been 
organized and the prices set. Tracey Schwariz, 
KE6TOT, has put the advertising in the Carrier. 
Harry Styron advised that the next General 
Class is scheduled to start on the first week of 
February for 8 weeks and he will be getting 
publicity material ready. 

Trevor Hall presented the proposed budget for 
2003. Following a discussion of each item, some 
minor changes were agreed to and the Board 
approved a motion to publish the Budget and 
take a vote on it at the next General Meeting of 
the Club. 

Greg Estep will take care of the December 
edition of the Carrier for Bob Beard. 

The board passed the following motions: 

- Dave Mcintyre is to research getting a big radio 
for a prize and to bring to the board a proposal 
to include costs and ticket prices/numbers. 

- To amend the Bye-Laws so that the imme- 
diate past president is a member of the 
Board of Directors for the year succeeding 
his term of office. 

Terry adjourned the meeting at 9:15PM.
